Which kifles with 
Tudas,and kills with 7oab: entertains a man with onr- 
ward formes of complement,and curteſie,but would, 
if it durſt or might, deb biminerthe fifth rib, that he 
ſhould never riſe againe.

I ſay, /gnorance , Which though it bec not perhaps ſo 
much talked of, taxed,and taken to heart as others, yet 
is a loud-crying (inne oft the kingdome For itis a moſt 
incredible thing, and of infinite amazement,now uni- 
verfally it raignes1n this glorious (&_) noone-ride of 
the Goſpell! And therefore muſt needs provoke God 
mightily, and haſten the removing of our candleftiche. 
And in the meane time, beſides many moe, and that 
dreadftull doome at laſt. 2, The/.1,7.8, it brings upon 
moſt (more1s the pitty and ſhame;efpecially fo glori- 
ous beames of a bleſſed Miniſtry ſhining about us) 
theſe two ſpeciall miſchiefes ; which ar this time 1 
onely mention , becauſe they ſerve fitlicit for illuſtra- 
tion of the point.

Hence it is, that carnall men are well enough con- 
tcnt to heare the Commandements read,anc! perhaps 
will be angry if at any time they be omitted ; Would 
you know the reaſon? They goalong with the Mini- 
ſter,and applaud themſclves pharifaically all the while, 
ſaying ſecretly, and fecurely to their owne foules; We 
thanke God, we are no image-worthippers, no mur- 
dercrs, no adulterers, &c, And ſo depart home from 
time to time, as highly conceitedrof Semllivea and 
yct more damnably deceived, then that Pharifre, Luk, 
18.11.12, Of whoſe outward, (x) religious, charita- 
ble, and rightcous performances, they come far ſhort, 
But they cannot poſlibly with any patience , endure a 
articles unfolding, and powerfull application of 
Gods Law after Chrifts manner, Afatr.5 , a puntuall 
ſurvay of their ſinfull ſtates , and ſpeciall ſearch into 
their lives and hearts, This cutting, yet conſcionable 
courſe, ſtirres up, and railes in them the ill ſpirits of 
murmuring, cavilling, reviling, and perhaps perſecu- 
ting the faithfull Meſſengers of God, as a generation 
of terrible Teachers, To expoſitions, exerciſes, and 
conſiderations of this nature, they are drawne with 
very ill will, and much ado; even as a bankrout to his 
counting-bookse, a foule face to the looking-glafſe,and 
a Traytonr to.the racke. 

By reaſon of this aftetcd ignorance in the Law of 
God,andloathneſle to deſcend to particulars,it comes 
ro paſſe, that many in trouble of minde complaine in

rible guilt of it, it may bee a good meanes by Gods 
bleſſing, to bring in therelt, For ordinarily true re- 
pr_ is firſt occaſioned by ſome one ſpeciall ſinne 

aid to heart. The Apoſtles, eLZ.2. do my preſſe 
the murder of (hriſt upon the Fewes. Chriſt himſelfe 
adx/tery npon the Woman of Samaria, foh.4.Sammnel, 
TIdolatry upon the Iſraelites, 1, Sam. 7. The finne of 
arking a king, Chap.

To further the worke of a more particular /erring 
their ſinnes in order before their eyes ; it were much to 
be wiſhed,and a very happy thing,if all the wounded 
conſciences, and troubled im minde wee meet with, 
were furniſhed before-hand, with a competent ſpecu- 
tative knowledge, at the leaſt of the particulars in 
Gods Law, exorbitant paſſagesof their life, and groſſe 
corruptions of their hearts.

ſtruRion, and deathof His Soule. If a dozen Theeves 
be entred into thy houſe, it is not enough for Thee to 
lay hold en the Captaine Thiete onely,and thruſt Him 
out at doores : If luffer but one of them to lurke 
in any corner undiſcovered, and not turned out, rlee 
will ſerve the turne to cut'thy throat, and takeaway 
thy treaſure. Crying out of en ſinne onely 1s 
not ſuthcient: we mult confeſſe and for/ake * all, if we 
looke to finde mercie : Prov.28, 13. 

And yet here I would have no true Penitent deje- 
Red, or miſtake: the bare omiſſion of ſome particular 
ſinnes,in this caſe is not ever damnable. For we muſt 
know, that ita man deale truly with his owne heart 
in a ſincere acknowledgement,confeſſion,and repen- 
trance for diſcovered and knowne finnes ; (and Hee 
ought to labour, by clearing the eye of naturall conſct- 
ence,and induſtrieus infection into Gods pure Law, 
to know as many as may bee) and for all thoſe that 
comeinto His minde , when He ſcts bimſelfe apart, 
ſolemnly to humble and affli His Soule before God 
(and He ought to remember as many as Hee can poſ- 
ſibly ) I ay, if ſo,then for ſecret and unknowne ſinnes, 
which are committed in weaknefle and ignorance, 
the Lord a confeſſion, as weſee in 
Davids praftile, Pſalm, 19.12.

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A fifth caſt wherein ſpiritual Phyſitians muſt take 
heed of that ſecond erronr, The divers bindes of death 
i” godly men. 


» Ifthly , when the Phyſitian of the 
Soule promiſeth mercic and par- 
FE don hand over-head, without that 
£3 ſpiritall diſcretion, which is con- 
& venicnt for a mattcr of ſo great 
WY conſequence, and requiring fuch a 
dealc of dexteritie in diſcerning , to a man upon His 
Bed uf death, who hathformerly becne notorious, or 
oncly civill,howſoever a meere {tranger to the power 
of godlinefle, and the truth of Profeflion, becauſe now 
ig the evill Day, He takes on extremcly, by reaſon of 
His extreminie ; cries out of mis finncs ; O I am an hai- 
nous, horrible and grievous ſinner ! 1f 1 were to live 
againe, what would notI do ? A World for comfort 
RoW. and to dye the death of the righteous: becauſe He 
Howles wpon Hu bed, as the Prophet ſpeaketh, and 
breakes out ofrentimes into a roaring complaint of 
ſinne, and cry for pardon; by reaſon he now begins to 
tcare, and feele therevenging hand of God readie to 
ſeizcupon Him for his former rebellions, &c.Or when 
Hee aſſures Him, having beene a formall Profefſour 
onely, and fooliſh Virgine, of blifle and glory ; becauſe 
out of a former habituared tpiritua]l Selfe-deceit, He 
cries, Lord, Lord ; ſeemes to by-ſtanders very conft- 
dent,that He ſhall preſently receive a Crowne of life, 
thankes God that nothing troubles Him ; Profeſles to 
every one that comes to viſit Him , that He beleeves 
and repents with all His heart, forgives all the world, 
makes no doubt of Heaven, &c.

carriages, fearefull diſtrations, and fome defpairctull 
{pecches. Burt theſe being the naturall eftes and iflues 
of melancholike exceſles, Phrenfies, and burning Fe- 
vers, are ſ{innes of infirmity 1n ſanftified men, For 
which, ifthey come againe to themſelves,they aRual- 
ly repent; ifnot,they areall undoubtedly,by a general} 
habiruall repentance, and Gods gratious acceptation 
thereof, pardoned by the Paſhon of Chriſt,and buried 
for ever in his bloody death. That laſt and unreverſa- 
ble doome,at the dreadfull Tribunal of the ever-living 
God muſt paſle upon us; not according to the violent, 
and unyoluntarie diſtempers at our laſt houre, but ac- 
cording to the former Paſſages of our lite ; the ſinful, 
or ſanifiedexpenſe of the dayes of health, Heare that 
other (o) great Artiſt in the Myſteric of dealing with 
troubled conlciences, The common opinion is, that if 4 
mandye quietly, and £ away bike a Lambe (which in 


ſome diſeaſes, as Conſumptions, and ſuch like,any Man 


may dv ) then he goes ſtrazght to heaven : but if the v40- 
lence of the diſeaſe ſtirre np impatience, and cauſe fran- 
ticke behaviours, then men uſe to ſay, there 15 a jndpe- 
ment of God ſerving exther to diſcover an Hypocrite, or

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ro plague a withed man, But the truth i otherwiſe: Foy 
indeed a man may dye like a lambe , and yet go to Hell: 
and one dying in exceeding torments, and ſtrange behas 
viours of the body, may go to Heaven, 

3. The death of ſome others is mixt,to wit,of fear- 
full tempeftuous ſtormes,and almoſt,if not altogether, 
deſpairefull agonies,in the beginning oi their laſt ſick- 
neſle,and a fare refreſhing glorious calme,and joyfull 
triumphs over temptations , and feare, towards the 
concluſion of their lite. For ſome ſecret end and holy 
purpoſe ſeeming good to his heavenly witedome,God 
ſuffers ſometimes even his deareſt ſervants, to taſte, as 
it were, of the fire of Hell, andfor a while tofeele in 
their conſciences, thoſe damned flames, as a prepara- 
tive to drinke more ſweetly of the Well of life, and 
Rivers of cndleſle pleaſures, So himſelfe is moſt ho. 
noured, by helping when all hope is paſt: The heart of 
his Childe more raviſht with the firſt fight of thoſe 
unutterable joyes, being ſuddenlyras'd to the height 
of happineſſe, from the depth of horrour. The enemies 
to the narrow way daſhr and confounded , by obſer- 
ving his deliverance, whom, out of prophane blinde- 
nelly they deemed an Hypecrite : Goaly Chriſtians 
gratiouſly reviv'd, when they ſec, That though the 
Lord hide dw face from his Childe for a moment , yet 
at laſt with everlaſting kindnefle will He have mercy 
on Him : And that He will never utterly, and finally 
forſake any of His. Thus dyed thoſe bleſſed Servants of 
God, Miſtris Bretergh, Maſter Peacock, &c, Miltris 
Bretergh in the heat of temptation, wiſhed that ſhe had 
never beene borne, or that ſhe had beene made any other 
creature, rather than a woman: But when that Helliſh 
ſtorme was over-blowne by the returne of the glori- 
ous beames of the Sunne of righteouſnefle into Her
